Patrick Phelan, managing, director of the 
Irish Waterproof Co., said that, subsequent 
to the charge, the accused man visited him 
at his office, and asked him if the £5 were 
paid would the matter be in order. Witness 
said that the £5 was all that he was con- 
cerned with. The accused man then sug- 
gested that the witness should advertise for 
the money in case it had been found. 

Mooney, in evidenze, said that he was 
employe 'by Mr. McGarry, Rathmines road, 
as a draper’s assistant. When he went on 
business to the office of the Waterproof 
Company he got into conversation with Miss 
Beenstock. She said to him: “ You must 
have a lot of girls; you are so handsome, 
and he answered: “No, Im off girls.” 
(Laughter.) She went away to get a sap 
of herself and returned with a handbag 
little later they left, and he walked part uf 
the way with her. On the following day 
Sergeant Curtin came into Mr. McGarry’s 
and asked witness what money he had, and 
witness replied, stating that he had £2 10s,

When the sergeant said that witness would 
be char ed with the theft, Mr. McGarry 
said : do not believe it. 3? Later in the 
day he saw the sergeant, and told him that 
he would prefer to give Miss Beenstock the 
sum of rather than be dragged into a 
scandal like that. The sergeant said that 
he would leave the matter over for the tire 
being. That evening he was charged at the 
Guards’ barracks.

JUDGMENT 


Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that the facts 
were not in dispute, and the main question 
turned upon the construction of Clause 19 of 
the o County scheme, as contaimed in the 
schedule to the Sligo County Scheme Order, 
1923. In drder to understand that clause, it 
was necessary to have regard to the pre- 
existing statutory rovisions with reference 
to the recovery i the cost of relief and 
maintenance of poor persons under the Poor 
Law code. 

Having quoted the law on this point, Mr. 
Justice O'Byrne said that, under it, the 
public bedy concerned could not (in the case

body had. by order, declared or directed that. 
relief should be given by way of loan. It 
was not suggested that apy sueh order was 
made ip the case af Ellen Teresa Lee. When 
the Sligo County scheme came into force, the 
powers and duties of the Guardians were 
transferred to the Board of Health. 
Clause 19 of that scheme provides that :— 
“Nothing in the Scheme shall be con- 
strued so as to diminish the powers and 
duties transferred to the Board of Health 
hy Art. 12 with respect to the Áine "gs 
ment, where possible, of the repayment 
of the cost of relief, and, for the purpose 
of such enforcement, such relief shall be 
treated as if it had been given by a 
Board of Guardians by way of loan under 
the visions of Sec. 55 of the Poor 
Relief (Ireland) Act, 1838." 


THE DIFFICULTY 
The. word ‘‘enforcement” in this Article 
was used in conjunction with, and obviously 
was governed by, the words where pos- 
sible,” and it was those words which had 
given rise to most of the difficulty in this 
ease, It seemed to him that, prima facie, 
Clause 19 was not intended to be confined in 
its operation to cases in which the relief was 
origimally granted by way of loan, The 
seeond part of the clause, in his opinion, im- 
lied that the relief was not or may not 
Nig. been given by way of loan. He had to 
try, so far as possible, to harmonise both 
parts of the clause, and that conid be done 
by construing the words “ where possible” 
as meaning “ where possible, having regard 
to the means of the persons reheved.”’ whe 
terms of the clause as a whole were\se 
reasonably clear as to show an “intention to 
enlarge and extend-the powers transferzed to 
the Board of Health. When the new scheme 
was being formulated, it. was ihly con- 
sidered. proper, as it was certainly not un- 
reasonable, that,.where the person reliéved 
had sufficient means to do so, he should pay 
for the relief, notwithstandmg the terms 
upon which it was ori inally granted. In 
the circumstances, the Board of Health were 
entitled to recover the cost of the relief given 
to Ellen Teresa Lee. 


CAUSE OF ACTION 


He was further of opinion that the cause 
of action here did not arise from contract, 
but was founded upon statute. The County 
Scheme was a statutory order made by the 
Minister under statutory authority. This 
was a “ specialty,”’ and nét a simple con- 
tract debt. Portion of the moneys claimed 
was in respect of a period anterior to the 
formulation of the County Scheme and the 
establishment of the Board of Health, and 
he was of opinion the Board of Health was 
not entitled to recover for that period. The 
amount referable to the period subsequent to 
the establishment of the Board of Health 
was £311 Os. 6d.. and judgment would be 
given for that amount, with costs.

RDON has been given a niche this

‘APPROACHED Mr. Aodh de Blacam’s 

new publication, ‘‘A First Book of 
Irish Literature,’’ in a somewhat doubtful 
mood. The prospectus had informed me 
that it. was not merely a study of Irish 
literature in Gaelic, but an effort to pre- 
sent a complete summary of all work done 
By ‘Irish authors, whether in (Gaelic, 

nglish, Latin, or any other language. 
Mr. de Blacam is no stranger to me. I am 
well acquainted with his work, and, I 
think, with his literary outlook; and, 
knowing that he has professed adherence 
to the curious doctrines preached by Mr. 
Daniel Corkery in his “ Synge and Anglo- 
Trish Literature” a couple of years ago, 
I was fearful that his comments on the 
so-called Anglo-lrish writers would be 
such as to drive me to insensate fury. 
Happily, the error was mine. -On the 
subject of the Anglo-Irish writers I find 
that Mr. de Blacam’s judgments are not 
only sober and considered, but reasonable, 
though naturally biassed’ his fondness 
for Gaelic literature and the new school 
of writers in English which claims to 
derive therefrom. Apologies are due. 


~ + * 


At the same time, I would not allow for 
an instant that Mr. de Blacam’s concep- 
tion of modern Anglo-Irish literature is a 
correct conception, or one justified by 
facts. Underlying all his judgments 
of our contemporary men of letters— 
or so it seems to me on a single reading 
of his book—are certain basic pre- 
misses, which approximate very closely to 
Mr. Corkery’s premisses :—(1) That any 
author who claims to write Irish litera- 
turé must be at one with the people of 
Ireland in national outlook; (2) that he 
must either be a Roman Catholic, or 
must be careful not to say nasty things 
about that faith; (3) that he must 
““ boost ” the people, and (4) that he must 
keep the fun clean. These. canons are 
not explicit in the book, but they have 
impresséd themselves upon me as I read 
it; and, if Mr. de Blacam -chooses to 
deny them, I shall be only too ready 
to listen. Granting their accuracy 
for the moment, I gather that, in his view, 
the Gaelic writers, and those whom he 
nominates as their successors among the 
English-writing authors, conform almost 
universally to these conventions, while the 
writers of what we may call the ‘Academy 
school’’ almost 
them, 


What is the People? 


In ‘regard, then, to Mr. de Blacam’s 
first thesis, it seems to me to pre-suppose 
a narrow and unjustified definition of the 
word “people.” His definition appears 
to include merely that portion of Ireland 
which either is descended from Gaelic 
stock, or looks exclusively to a Gaelic past 
or a Gaelic future. Now, how much of 
the people of Ireland is embraced in this 
definition? If you measure the entire 

pulation by a racial standard, you wili 
find that. the old Ascendancy argument 
still holds good, and that there is as much 
Saxon and Norman and Danish blood in 
Ireland as there is Gaelic. (I forbear to 
stress the point that, if you measure it 
by a literary standard, you will find that 
its taste runs neither to Daniel Corkery 
nor to Lennox Robinson, but to»Peg’s 
Paper and the Dime Mystery Magazine). 
So late as a hundred years ago, perhaps, 
there was a huge predominance of Gaelic 
blood, and then the Gaelic tradition was 
a vital thing, and writers who wrote in 
it were really speaking with the voice of

AR ee years ago Signor Papini became 
famous with a Life of Christ, which 
was said to be the fruit of an agnostic’s 
sudden conversion, through contemplation 
of the Saviour’s story. Perhaps, some 
would consider it a slightly feverish work ; 
the author’s style was not that of a quiet, 
resolved mind. The same faults are 
marked very clearly in the same writer's 
“ Dante Vivo,”’ a study of Dante. 

A special foreword to the English 
translation contains an interesting con- 
fession :— 

The first epirito eterno of poetry which 
came to dweil with me in the days of my 
youth was Prince Hamlet. ‘The first 
philosopher who made a profounl .iim- 

ression on my mind was Berkeley, and 
ater I translated his works into Italian, 
The first poet who took possession of my 
youthful soul was Walt Whitman... .. 

ie first thinker of a nation other than 
my own to whom I was bound by ties 
of genuine friendship was William James. 
There must exist, therefore, a kind of 
fore-ordained harmony between the Anglo- 
Saxon culture and my own mind, and, 
perhaps, it is due to this special arrange. 
ment of fate that my works have had 
more readers in Great Britain and North 
America than in Italy itself. 

Whether Shakespeare, Berkeley, Walt 
Whitman, and William James represent a 
coherent “ Anglo-Saxon culture,” as dis- 
tinguished from European culture, will be 
a matter of opinion. It might be thought 
that four less homogeneous minds could 
not be found. However, Signor Papini has 
his own outlook. He says that England 
and America have produced some, if not 
most, of the greatest Dante scholars, but, 
when he gives a list of English examples, 
he overlooks the late Dr. Wicksteed, pro- 
bably the best interpreter of Dante who 
has written in English. 

The book is like a speech by Signor 
Mussolini Every paragreph is convulsed 
by excited language. dogmatic emphasis. 
Many will read it with interest, some with 

rofit; but we do not find here the true 
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universally disregard 
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the people. But as things are to-day it 
seems to me that Mr. Man ml - 
ment falls to the ground, and that no Gaeli 
revival of literature, either in English or 
in Irish, can be rooted more deeply in 
the soil, or speak more truly with the 
voice of the ple, than. the Academy 
writers. In. fact, the very diversity of 
blood of the Academy writers is far more 
truly representative of the diversity of 
blood which goes to the making of the real 
Ireland. 


“My New Curate’’ 


Let us consider the four premisses in 
brief. To take the first point, in national 
outlook the writers of the Academy 
school surely are at oné with the people, 
inasmuch as they represent all the shades 
of political outlook that are found among 
the people. As for the second point (which, 
I must admit, is not laboured by Mr. de 
Blacam, and only begins to influence his 
judgment when he is treating of writers of 
the present day), there is a host of argu- 
ments to condemn it; and I do not wish 
to raise a storm about my ears by going 
into the matter. The third premiss is 
opposed to every principle of art and his- 
tory; and there is no better sign of Mr. 
de Blacam’s dubiousness about it than his 
treatment of Canon Sheehan. I agree with 
the author that Sheehan is one of the 
greatest of Irish literary figures; but I 
must recognise that if he had ventured to 
publish '“ My New Curate ' anonymously 
at the present day, the county councils 
of half the country would have screeched 
for his blood, and the Censorship Board 
would have searched frantically for an 
excuse to ban the book. For, if J. M. 
Synge or Brinsley Macnamara or Liam 
(Flaherty ever wrote half so many nasty 
things about the Irish me as Canon 
Sheehan did in that book, I have yet to 
find them. 


Speech and Sin 


The fourth point, Mr. de Blacam pro- 
bably will admiit, is a prejudice of his own. 
If he does not like bawdy literature, he 
must perforce skip a great deal of Gaelic. 
literature, In any case, such a prejudice is 
inconsistent with the view that literature 
must speak with the voice of the people ; 
for neither the voice nor the behaviour of 
our people in general is particularly suit- 
able to the drawingroom. If Mr. . de 
Blacam wants evidence on the vagaries of 
national speech, I recommend him to apply 
his ear to the door of any public-house 


i between Dublin and Renvyle; and if he 
Í holds that the nation is without sin, let 


him spend a week at the law reports in 
this newspaper, or refer back to the last 
issue of Lenten Pastorals. :

Having thus unbosomed myself on the 
one point on which, so far as I can see, 
issue might be joined with Mr. de Blacam, 
I wish to confess that I have seldom: re- 
ceived so much pleasure and, I hope, profit 
from a book as I have received from “ A 
First Book of Irish Literature,’’ which, if it 
is paragraphed something like a text-book, 
reads as a work of scholarship and taste 
ought to read. My very small acquaint: 
ance with Gaelic literature does not 
authorise me to comment upon the greater 
portion of the volume, which will receive 
a formal review from other hands. But I 
am convinced that Mr. de Blacam’s acknow- 
ledged scholarship has left few loopholes 
to the reviewers.

= the early summer of 1915 two men sat 
on a platform at Leicester to protest 
against the War—Philip Snowden and 
Ramsay Macdonald. At the time they 
were, apparently, inseparable, but even 
then it was clear that they had little in 
common either temperamentally or intel- 
lectually. Ramsay Macdonald was, even 
then, plainly an emotional Tory (the new 
kind of Tory which Herbert Spencer dis- 
cerned in Socialism) ; Philip Snowden was 
a philosophic Radical of the school of 
Mill and Bentham. Their “ socialism ”' 
and ‘‘ pacificism '” had brought them to- 
gether, and held them together, until 
they attempted to bring into the realm of 
practical, politics what they had dreamed 
and thought. 


Mr. Macdonald's Leadership 


Seven years after that Philip Snowden, 
as hé then was, had evidently realised 
the shortcomings of his colleague. Writ- 
ing about the election of chairman of the 
Labour Party after the general election of 
1922, for which position Snowden pre- 
ferred Mr. Clynes, he says: “I did not 
think it likely he would give the party a 
vigorous lead. I had seen a good deal of 
him in such a position when he was chair- 
man before the War, and his passion for 
intrigue and compromise, and his desire 
to be regarded as a ‘ gentleman’ by the 
other parties, disqualified him to lead a 
party which contained so many members 
who had come into the House of Com- 
mons with enthusiasm fur a fight. It 
had come to my knowledge that Mr. Mac- 
donald had been actively canvassing 
among his friends for support. . . . . Dur- 
ing the time he had béen out of Parlia- 
ment... he had played up to the Left 
Wing, an attitude strikingly different from 
that he had pursued when in the House of 
Commons in previous Parliaments.’’ Mr. 
-Macdonald was elected by a majority of two 
votes, and the Scottish members to whom 
he owed his election “ were not long in 
, being disillusioned with his leadership, and 
“within two months he became the object of 
persistent and bitter criticism.” 


‘* Wanting to Kiss Me '- 


When the crisis came in 1931 Mr. 
Macdonald told the Cabinet that he 


Opposition leaders into consultation, but 
he did not as much as hint at the forma- 
tion of a “ National Government.” He had 
“ deliberately planned the scheme of a 
National Government, which would at the 
same time enable him to retain the position 
of Prime Minister and to associ with 
political colleagues with whom he was 
more in sympathy than he ever was With 
his Labour colleagues. He had always 
entertained a feeling of something like 
contempt for the trade union leaders.’’ 
How a man could decently lead a party 
under guch conditions is difficult to deter- 
mine. ‘The day after the National 
Government was formed he came into my 
room in Downing street in very high 


spirits. I remarked.to him that he 
would find himself very popular in 
strange quarters.

Another Philip Snowden 


Of the Labour Party to-day Lord 
Snowden kas much of interest to say. 
“The Labour Party to-day is not the 
party it formerly was. It has lost much 
of its idealistic quality and spiritual 
fervour. It has become an ordinary 
political party.”’ So much is plain to 
everyone who takes only a passing interest 
in British politics: the Labour Party of

HE high standard of the preceding 
volumes is maintained in this 
eighteenth volume of the Lonsdale Library. 
Mr. Sydney Spencer, in acknowledging his 
indebtedness to its contributors, points out 
that, while, in addition to British, they 
include. American, French, German, 
Austrian and other mountaineers, all, 
withont .exception, are members of the 
Alpine Club. This fact is sufficient to 
guarantee that the subject of the work, 
Which embraces mountaineering in all 
arts of the world, has been dealt with 
a the most capable experts of the day. 
An interesting account of the history of 
mountaineering from the earliest times is 
given in the opening chapter, where it is 
recorded that the ground work cannot be 
said to have been begun until the 
eighteenth century. The conquest of Mont 
Blanc, which took place in 1786, was 
actually about seventy years before the 
birth of mountain-climbing as a sport.

Mr. Winston Churchill’s 
Huge Achievement 


—— 


Mariborough: His Life and Times. By the 
Right Hon. Winston $. Churchill, M.P. Vel.

LH AvING thrown over his king for no 
better apparent reason than that 
others were doing the same thing, Marl- 
borough, in the second volume of Mr. 
Winston Churchill’s monumental bio- 
graphy, proceeds to those wars with which 
his name is imperishably associated. The 
central episode of this volume is the 
famous march across Europe and the 
decisive victory at Blenheim, This episode 
must be presented against its historical 
background,. and consequently Mr. 
Churchill has to expound the war of the 
Spanish Succession (with the details of 
which so many boys of a previous genera- 
tion struggled vainly at school) and the 
repercissions of that war upon its 
various parties. His present volume brings 
the story to the ak of September, 1705, 
so that two more volumes will probably be 
needed for the completion of the work, 
which is to Mr. Churchill obviously a 
labour of love. i 

These portly volumes of long biography 
somehow do not seem fitted to an age of 
small houses and hurried living. Not only 
is there insufficient time in which to read 
them, but the shelf space which they need 
would tax the resources of a ‘‘ gentleman's 
library ” of the middle Victorian period, 


The Central Link 


Despite the physical disadvantage of its 
weight, Mr. Churchill’s second volume is a 
brilliant achievement, surpassing in inte 
rest its predecessor and promising excite- 
ment in its successors. This ought to 
be one of the great biographies in English ; 
great in bulk as well as in interest and 
achievement. It may be, however, that 
while it will certainly live, it will live 
only for the scholars and research his- 
torians. Never has there been a soldier 
who exercised such dominating influence 
and power upon Europe, and particularly 
upon England, as did John Churchill, 
first Duke of Marlborough. In his Euro- 
pean campaigns he annihilated space, and 
in England his power prevented a bloody 
civil war. William IIT., whom he had 
made, distrusted him, and his wife, the 
brilliant Sarah, was ithe real “ power 
behind the throne ” with Anne. As Mr. 
Churchill says: “ He conducted by per- 
sonal negotiation with sovereigns and 
potentates the essentials of England's 
foreign policy. He was the mainspring of 
the Grand Alliance and its many signatory 
States. His tent or headquarters were the 
clearing-house for all the ceaseless dis- 
putes and tangles of the whole confederacy 
against Louis XIV. He was the central 
link on which everything was fastened. 
He supplied whatever there was of unity 
of command, of cohesion and design.” 


A Picturesque Tale 


The temptation to make comparisons 
with the events of 1914-1918 is great, and 
Mr. Churchill succumbs on occasion, with 
excellent results. There are few contem- 
porary writers who have at command that 
grand style which. is essential to the writ- 
ing of a biography,efssuch a man as John 
Churebill, and Winston Churchill is 
clearly one of them. In his first volume 
he was hampered by the necessity of prov- 
ing something; in this volume he can let 
himself go with all the vigorously 

icturesque language at his command. 
Sees is all of Winston Churchill, from the 
young subalteri, whose despatches thrilled 
newspaper readers a generation ago, to the 
author of “ World Crisis.” In his writing 
there is something of the orator and some- 
thing of the painter; and the total result 
is one of the most brilliant volumes of the 
season. He has had to reprove Macaulay, 
but he owes something of his style to that 
master of historical writing. What a joy 
it would be if one could have Macaulay’s 
own review of this book in one of his Edin- 
burgh essays!

be AGING makes enemies, but hunting 
makes friends. That was one of the 
aphorisms that guided the life of Stephen 
Terry, Squire of Dummer, near Southamp- 
ton, who died in 1869, on the eve of his 
94th birthday. The papers of this remark- 
able old sportsman have been edited, and 
yield a book that warms the blood like old 
port or a Victorian novel. Terry knew 
'“Nimrod,' and his own pages belong to 
the same hearty, happy world as Apperly’s 
own. 

We read here the story of Lord Pal- 
merston and the poisoner, told at the time 
that the famous witticism was uttered ; we 
read impressions of Mrs. Siddons—‘‘ She 
is not liked by the peuple about here, she 
is so very graciosissima pomposissima.”* 
Here, too, is an account of Colonel 
O'Kelly's prophecy: ‘‘ Eclipse first, and 
the rest nowhere,’ when he bought the 
horse of that name for the Derby—‘‘ the 
most celebrated horse Britain ever pro- 


duced.” 

They were hard livers, and mighty 
eaters and drinkers, these old hunting 
Squires. We read of one—a giant too big 
to be moved from the table by force—who 
drank oceans and refused to stir; but a 
ruse was devised. . They told him that 
supper was served in another apartment, 
so at last he rose from the table and left 
the diningroom ; whereupon they slammed 
and locked the door, and so saved him 
from himself. In 1854 a diary entry re- 
cords the death of the Duke of Welling- 
ton, and this: ‘‘ A great talk of the ex» 
pehses of the Duke’s funeral, £500,000, 
Sic transit gloria mundi.”’

FOUR new Orders under the Emergency 
i -Imposition of Duties Act, 1932, were 

made by the Free State Executive Council 

at its meeting at Government Buildings, 


‘One Order imposes a duty of 50 per cent. 
ad valorem, with a minimum rate of 5s. 
per lb., or 50s. per gallon, as the case may 
be, on 
(1) Toilet preparations which, in the 
| opinion of the Revenue Commis- 
sioners, are of a kind ordinarily 
used on or in relation to human 
| skin, hair, nails, teeth (including 
a artificial teeth), mouth, but exclud- 
ing essential oils, Fuller's earth, 
| petroleum jelly, hair dyes, soaps, 
| and disinfectants, and | 
(2) Perfumery, excluding 
| spirits and essential oils. 
‘The manufacture of cosmetics, toilet 
preparations, and perfumery is being 
ndertaken in the Saorstat by a number 
of firms which will be able to meet the 
country’s demands. Provision has been 
made, however, under which preparations 
which cannot for the moment be manu- 
factured in sufficient quantities in the 
Saorstat, may be imported free of duty 
under licence. 


CAST-IRON CONNECTIONS 


Another Order imposes a Customs duty 
of 25 per cent. ad valorem on imported 
cast-iron connections which are suitable 
for use in relation to underground gas- 
pipes, water-pipes, or sewage-pipes, and 
which are, at every opening, of an internal 
diameter of not less than three inchesr and 
not more than 15 inches. Cast-iron con- 
nections which are at two or more open- 
ings constructed for joining by means of 
bolts: or studs will not be subjected to 
this duty. 

These articles have been added to the 
list of cast-iron articles which are liable to 
a Customs duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem 
The necessary plant for the manufacture 
of cast-iron connections, now subjected 
to duty, is already available in some of the 
existing Saorstat foundries so that there 
will be no difficulty in obtaining supplies 
from home sources. 


GLASS BOTTLES 


A third Order amends the existing duty 
on certain imported empty glass bottles or 
jars. 

The effect of the amendment is to make 
the rate of 75 per cent. ad valorem the 
effective rate which will now be charged 
on these articles irrespective of the country 
of origin. The bottles and jars, etc., 
| already exempted from duty will continue 
to be exempted, with the exception that 
jars with openings exceeding 24 inches in 
external diameter will be substituted in 
the list of exemptions for jars exceeding 
22 inches in external diameter. 

i The existing minimum duty of 8s. per 
gross on imported beer bottles will con- 
tinue in force. The open licensing pro- 
Vision attached to this duty to permit the 
free importation of such dutiable bottles 
and jars which cannot readily be obtained 
from home sources will continue to operate. 
i Steady progress has been made since the 
reopening of the glass bottle industry in 
the Saorstat at the end of 1932 and sub- 
stantial employment has been afforded. 
The ineféased protection now granted to 
the glass bottle indutry will, it is con- 
templated, enable the home industry to 
develop further by checking price-cutting 
competition from mass production factories 
outside the country.

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COPPER TUBING 


The fourth Order imposes a duty of 
75 per cent. ad valorem on imported 
copper tubes, tubing, pipes and piping, 
having a wall thickness not exceeding 
4 inch and an internal diameter not exceed- 
ing 23 inches, Any such tube, etc., which 
has, before importation, undergone any 
process of manufacture other than shapiug 
or bending, or which, at importation, forms 
part of another article, will not be liable 
to this duty. : 

A factory is being erected at Galway for 
the manufacture of a number of commodi- 
ties, including copper tubing of a kind 
usually installed in connection with the 
water supply to dwelling houses, etc. 
Provision has been made in connection 
with the duty for the granting of licences 
for the importation of normal supplies of 
tubes, etc., free of duty, until such time 
as supplies are available from home 
sources,

IA CUGGRETEOR that bicycles should be 
licensed was made in the Northern 
Ireland Senate to day. 

Senator Barclay referred to the number 
of bicycles on the road with defective 
brakes and without bells or reflectors, and 
said that when offenders were stopped by 
the police in districts outside the city they 
frequently gave the wrong names and | 
addresses, thereby giving a great deal of 
trouble and entailing considerable expense 
in efforts to trace them. 

He thought the difficulty might be got | 
over by a system of licensing those wh- 
hired out bicycles. 

Proceeding, he said all pedal cycles 
should be licensed, and this should be 
either 2s. 6d. or 5s. per year. He :.]so 
suggested that the name and address of 
the person taking out the licence should 
be given, so that policemen would not lose 
the time they had done in finding the 
owner 

It was against the law to ride three 
abreast, but even two riding together could 
take up as much room as three, and the 
police had no power to interfere. He 
thought they should be made to keep 
within a certain distance of the kerb. 

Senator McMahon agreed that it was a 
dangerous practice riding three abreast. 
He looked, however, upon the bicycle as 
the poor man’s motor car, and he was 
entirely opposed to imposing a licence on 
the bicycle. 

Senator Long, replying for the Govern- 
ment, said that the proposal to license 
bicycles raised the question of licensing 
all non-meechanical vehicles. The amount 
of road wear and tear caused by bicycles 
was negligible, and would hardly justify 
a tax for the ‘upkeep of the roads. 

The Local Government Bill was read a

LULL BEFORE STORM 


Ypres, deceptively, was a place 
of quiet in the 300-mile long line of 
defence. The Irish Guards, or all 
that was left of them (for they had 
lost 613 men between October 31 
and November 8, and the battalion 
consisted of four platoons and 
totalled 160 of all ranks), spent the 
day in comparative luxury, with 
the remnant of the Oxford. Light 
Infantry, behind a ruined farm on 
the Ypres-Zonnebecke road. They 
ate their first hot meal for a week, 
and knew, for the first time in a 
week also, the comfort of blankets. 
Other units experienced simiiar 
welcome conditions, and the whole 
centre of the Allied line, held by 
the British, was, except for inter- 
mittent shelling, devoid of attack. 
Not so for the French. hrough- 
out the day the Germans struck 
with great weight against the point 
where .the northern main trench 
system joined the neck of the 
Salient; and, though the defenders 
utilised the natural line of the Yser 
Canal, across which their left re- 
tired, they were forced to bring up 
reinforcements from the southern 
hinge, South of Ypres, already 
weakened.

The rumour that Germany is consider- 
ing the re-introduction of . compulsory 
military service was naturally dis- 
countenanced when Reuter inquired in 
competent circles to-night. i 

That such rumours are constantly flying 
around, however, is merely symptomatic 
of the general feeling here that Germany 
is well on the road to re-armament. 

Germans who give any facts and figures 
to foreigners,. and especially to foreign 
journalists, risk mmediate arrest, and 
probably the death sentence, under the 
recent order of the authorities; but 
despite this fact information is in circula- 
tion regarding new military buildings, 
night ar exercises, activity im certain 
heavy industries, and intensivé military 
training. 

When foreign visitors express wonder 
at this, German officials usually reply 
that the preparations of the amateur mili- 
tary legions of the Nazs are merely ‘the 
safeguards which Germany is taking 
against the ‘‘ Communist peril,”’ 

However thi smay be, with the highly- 
trained labour services virtually compul- 
sory for categories of the unemployed, and 
with membership of the Storm Troops a 
great advantage to any man embarking 
on a career, Germany already has a form 
of conscription to national, if not mili- 
tary, service.

SCHEME OF LAND 
ALLOTMENTS 


PROVISIONS OF NEW 
: FREE STATE ACT 


FAR-REACHING national scheme for 

aiding unemployed townspeople to 
provide necessaries of life for themselves 
and their families, and, in so doing, to 
enjoy healthy outdoor occupation, is con- 
tained in the Acquisition of Land (Allot- 
ments) (Amendment) Act, 1934, which is 
planned to become effective for the 1935 
season. 

Yesterday copies of the Act’s provisions 
were circulated to all the Free State urban 
authorities by the Minister for Local 
Government. 

The Act’s main object is ‘‘ to enable 
local authorities in urban areas to provide 
allotments for the unemployed in their 
areas at nominal rents, and to supply 
seeds, manures, potato-spraying materials 
and implements free of cost for the culti- 
vation of these allotments, the resulting 
loss being recouped to the local authorities 
by State grants, without imposing any 
burden on the local rates.’’ 

The persent Act repeals a restriction 
contained in the original Act of 1926, 
whereby each local allotments scheme was 
required to be self-supporting. The pro- 
vision of State grants to make the scheme 
workable without involving expense on 
local rates is designed to popularise it 
with the local authorities. The circular 
states: ‘‘ Having regard to the generous 
financial provisions of the Act of 1934, the 
Minister trusts that every urban local 
authority will take action with a view to 
the provision of allotments in the year 
1935. ’’ 


QUESTION OF RENT 


The Act provides t.at where the allot- 
ments are let to unemployed persons the 
authorities may fix such rents as they 
consider the unemployed may reasonably 
be expected to pay, or, where it is thought 
proper, “ at a merely nominal rent.” In 
the case of Associations (“ so constituted 
that the division of profits among the 
members of the Association is prohibited or 
restricted’’), where the local authority is 
satisfied that the Association will cater, 
at least in part, for unemployed persons, 
nominal rents may also be fixed, but the 
approval of the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment will be necessary. 

“ Where allotments are let to unem- 
ployed persons, or to Associations, at re- 
duced or nominal rents, the Minister may 
make a grant for, or towards, recouping 
to the local authority the loss thus sus- 
tained.”’ 

“ Where unemployed persons are being 
catered for, the Minister for Agriculture, 
with the sanction of the Minister for 
Finance, may make grants for the purpose 
of enabling the local authorities and 
Associations to supply, free of cost, to the 
unemployed persons, implements, seeds, 
manure and potato-spraying materials for 
use in the cultivation of the allotments.” 

The memorandum accompanying the cir- 
cular defines (for the purposes of the new 
Act) an unemployed person as being in 
receipt of unemployment assistance or un- 
ni nag insurance benefit, in receipt 
of home assistance or outdoor relief, em- 
ployed on relief works, employed casually, 
whose employment in the preceding year 
does not exceed 24 hours per week, and 
whose means do not exceed per annum, 


AREA OF ALLOTMENTS 


““In practice,” says the memorandum, 


‘‘ individual allotments do not exceed one- 
eighth of a statute acre in extent. An 
allotment of this size, if properly culti- 
vated, is capable of producing sufficient 
potatoes and other vegetables to meet the 
requirements of an average family all the 
year round.”’ 

‘“‘ Tf a local authority, after making all 
reasonable efforts, fails to acquire land by 
agreement, they may resolve to acquire 
land compulsorily. Section 8 of the Act of 
1934, has simplified the procedure under 
which land can be acquired compulsorily 
for allotments. The procedure hitherto 
prescribed involved considerable delay and 
expense on the part of the local 
authority.” 

The new procedure specified is that of 
the Housing (Miscellaneous Provisions) 
Act, 1931. The land may be compulsorily 
acquired for a period not exceeding five 
years, and under conditions fixed by the 
Land Commissioners.

LEAGUE’S SERIOUS 
REPORT 


OFFICIALS AS NAZI 
AGENTS

ERIOUS accusations of the exer- 

S cise of pressure on the inhabitants 
of the Saar territory by the German 
Front, described as ‘merely an 
extension of the Nazi Party in the 
Saar,” are made in a long report on 
the Front’s activities issued to-night 
by the League Secretariat. 
The report is based upon documents 
seized during the search of the 
German Front's headquarters. These 
show that the organisation of this 
body, which is identical with that of 
the National Socialist Party, is sub- 
divided into such small cells “ that 
no block of houses and no persons can 
fail to be drawn in. ' 


The most common kind of pressure 
cited is by threats, usually “ wait until 
after 1935.”’ 

The nevspapers and German wireless 
services are, it is further alleged, used for 
the purpose of subjecting persons to per- 
secution. 

In other cases there has, it is stated, 
been boycotting and denunciation i- the 
German authorities. The boycotting 
methods have been particularly active in 
the domain of the cinema and the market. 
The report adds that it is remarkable 
that complaints are very rarely lodged by 
the persons concerned. It happens very 
frequently that if an inhabitant complains 
to officials of the German Front he men- 
tions that for reasons which will be easily 
understoct he does not want to make a 
charge. 


SORT OF SECRET POLICE 


The organisation of the Front is supple- 
mented by the ‘‘Ordnungsdienst,’’ which is, 
theoretically, supposed to ensure discipline 
and prevent excessive zeal on the part of 
the members of the party. In reality, 
however, tae report asserts, it is a sort of 
secret police, watching the members of the 
party, and even its leaders—a force which 
is constantly on the alert and ready to 
intervene in the streets. Its strength is 
nearly 10,000. 

Some of the methods used to obtain in- 


formation, i; is suggested, exceed the 
admissible limit. In ome case a 
stenographer’s pad had obviously . ><. sub- 


jected to careful scrutiny, and a repc-; 
was also found, supplied by a tormer 
butler of the President of the Governing 
Commission, relating to what purported 
to have been conversations at table. 

Many of the official documents must, 
it is suggested, have been supplied by 
officials, and in many cases there is evi- 
dence of this fact. 

The Chief Mayor of the town of Saar- 
bruck, it is stated, appears to consider 
himself the agent of the German Front, 
and numerous instances are given of his 
activities in this connection. 

The Front itself, on its relations with 
the German Government and the German 
authorities and inhabitants, acts as if it 


rwere the Government of the territory. It 


is permitted to issue licences, to import 
into Germany newspapers prohibited 
there, and to furnish documents which 
will enable persons with motor cars to 
cross the German frontier withont diffi- 
culty. 

For the purpose of applying pressure, 
the report declares, the Front can rely 
not only on the help of far too many Saar 
officials, but also has the support of the 
German Government and the German 
authorities.

The work of constructing the Mersey 
Tunnel was described by Mr. R. H. Falkiner, 
B.A.I., in a paper read at the opening meet- 
ing of the 41st session of the Dublin ;Univer- 
sity Engineering Society, which was held last 


night. 

Mr. Falkiner said that the construction of 
the tunnel was undertaken neafly nine years 
ago, solely to accommodate road velncles.

Mr. Winston Churchill, speaking last 
night at Chingford, Essex, said that the 
situation to-day was far worse than that 
before the Great War. Our greatest and 
most immediate danger was from the airs 

Referring to the Arms debate in the 
House of Commons. he said that the real 
inquiry ought to be into the alarming 
decline of our means of making weapons 
to defend us, should danger come. We 
were much less prepared than before the 
| War. and had much smaller plants in 
‘being, while every other large country 
was prepared for emergencies upon. a scale 
nndreamed of even by the most militarist 
nations in 1914. If Mr. Asquith’s Govern- 
ment, before the War, had allowed our 
naval defence to fail into the lamentable 
plight of our present Air Force, the Con- 
servative l’arty would, like one man, have 
testified to the approaching danger. 

I haye resolved, he said, to put down an 
amendment to the Address upon an Air 
defence, which will give the House of 
Commons an opportunity of facing the 
realities which are closing in upon us. 

Referring to the pending publication 
of the White Paper on _ India, Mr. 
Churchill said that the immediate course 
of British politics rested with Mr. Bald- 
win. If Mr. Baldwin so handled the 
matter as to break the Conservative Party, 
no Liberal and Socialist cheers would ab- 
solve him from his responsibility.
